Supreme Court Defers 
Handing Down Judgment 


In Montreal Action | 


OTTAWA, May 20.—The Supreme 
Court of Cunadu reserved judgment 
Thursday in the case of Montreal 
versus Belec involving a dispute be- 
tween the poolice union and the city. 
The case is, an appeal from the 
Court of King’s Bench of Quebéc. 
The action was instituted by the 
secretary of the police union of 
Montreal against the city for the 
annulment of certain orders of the 
city directing the memb@rs of the 
police force to abandon the police 
union under penalty of dismissal. 
Policemen were given eight days in 
which to sever their connection and 
dispose of their funds. Injunction 
proceedings were taken against the 
city on the grounds that the city's 
auctions were in violation of the 
Municipal Strike and Lockout Act. 

The trial judge held that the 
city's action umounted to a threat 
of lockout within the meaning of 
the act and that consequently the 
resolutions und orders were illegal; 
also that the plaintiff was entitled 
to apply for an injunction to pre- 
vent the carrying out of these 
orders, The court of appeal, with 
two dissenting judges, maintained 
the judgment of the trial judge.

Perhaps no more romantic story is to be 
found in naval annals than that of the Empress of 
Russia and her exploits on the Seven Seas. The 
Company’s ships transported safely overseas from 
1914 to 1918 more than 14,000,000 tons of supplies. 


The total number of the Company's employees 
joining the army was 10,187. The Canadian Pacific 
allowed six months’ full pay to each employee 
voluntarily enlisting, and let it be known that such 
men would be taken back into the service on their 
return. 


All troop trains were handled with a skill which the 
military authorities characterized as ‘truly amaz- 
ing.’ At all times the entire organization of the 
Railway was at the disposal of the Government. 


Returned soldiers taken into employment up to the 
end of 1920 numbered 18,000 men, of whom more 
than 11,000 were in addition to the former em: 
ployees who came back into the service,
